Wednesday evening Mrs. Brockway, 
who usually works until midnight on 
the steamboat, assisting in the cleaning, 
said she had a premonition that some- 
thing was wrong at home. She went 
home about 8:30 and found her daugh- 
ter lying on the floor in the front room, 
bound and gagged. Mrs. Brockway 
screamed. Peter Kane, a neighbor, 
rushed in and cut the twisted towels 
with which the girl was bound hand 
and foot. Her hands were tied behind 
her. Her feet were bound together 
tightly. Over her mouth, tied behind 
her neck, was her silk muffler. 


- Told Tale of Robbery. 
All +*e chairs in the fro: room, where 
she lay, had been upset. The table in 
the middle room of the three-room flat 
was: overturned. The dresser drawers 
were pulled out and their contents scat- 
tered. 

Edna, when the muffler was removed, 
said she had come home from work about 
5:30 and a negro had entered the flat, 
bound her, threwn her down and at- 
tacked her, then robbed her of her 
week’s wages,and disappeared. 

Edna was taken to the City Dispen- 
sary, where the pnysicians said she 
had not been attacked. The police, who 
inspected the knots tied in the twisted 
towels, said it was evident that the 
girl had had assistance in binding her- 
self. Mrs. Brockway told them she 
was sure Edna had done it herself, or 
in co-operation with some other persen. 
She said her daughter had read much 
of the Elia Gingles case in Chicage 
and of other girls who were found 
bound and gagged. 


Girl Missing, Notes Left, 


Edna, whose payday was Wednesday, 
had no money. After she returned from 
the dispensary she and her mother went 
to bed. When Mrs. Brockway arose 
at 5:30 a. m,. Thursday, her daughter 
was missing, but she found three notes 
left by Edna. 

A note addressed to Mrs. Brockway 
read: 

“Dear Mother—I’m going to commit 
suicide, so you won't have te werk s0 
hard any more. I didn’t work all last 
week. Please don’t tell Sidney. Your 
daughter, EDNA.” 

Sidney Chandler, % years eld, one of 
the engineers on the City ef Providence, 
is the person ,mentioned in the note. 
Edna also left a sealed letter for him. 

Before the boat started on the day’s 
trip at 9:80, Chandler sald he saw no 
reason why the girl should leave a note 
to him. He said he had been going with 
her for several months, off and on, hav- 
ing met her on the boat at night when 
she sometimes assisted her mother. He. 
said they had not quarreled. 

At 10:50 a. m. Thursday Edna Brock- 
way, for whom her mother and the po- 
lice had been searching, ran out of an 
outhouse ‘at 2286 Biddle street, a few 
doors from her home, and threw a bot- 
tle to the ground. She seemed to be 
partly unconscious. She was taken 
home, where her mother swallowed the 
solution of matchheads and fainted.

Pestolano Salvatore Refuses to 
Help Police Trap Writer 
of Threats.

Recipient Ordered to Take 
$120 to Cemetery to Be 
Given Up on Demand. 





DEATH IS THREATENED 





Two Suspects Arrested; but 
Freed When No Evidence 
Is Found Against Them. 





A blood-stained “Blacx Hand” letter 
received by Pestalano Salvatore of 2021 
Cooper street has thrown him into such 
terror that he will not leave his house, 
nor will he accept a proposition made 
by the police to set a trap for the 


letter writer by going with special offi- 
cers Thursday night to the spot named 
in the letter. 

The letter was received Wednesday in 
the mail. It was the second Salvatore 
had received. The first was just one 
week before the second and demanded 
that he take $120 to the “cemetery where 
the cars turn,’’ which the police take to 
mean SS. Peter and Paul’s.. 

Salvatore was not so much alarmed 
over the first letter. Its verbiage was 
quite as menacing, but it was not 
dashed with real blood, like the second, 
so he went with two plain clothes men 
and loitered around the vicinity of the 
cemetery gate for an hour or so, but no 
one appeared to accept the money. 


Blood Splotches on Letter. 


When a week went by before another 
letter arrived Salvatore began to take 
courage and to hope that the Black 
Hand would not press its demand. Then 
the second letter was handed him by the 
pestman. 

Besides the pages on which were writ- 
ing and crude out significant drawings 
of a sort to Inspire fear, there were two 
pages blank so far as writing was con- 
cerned, but dappled with little splotches 
of red.. Capt. O’Brien of the Mounted 
District says the splotches are genu- 
ine blood. 

The second letter is as follows: 

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Aug. 9. 
Dear Friend: This is our second 
letter. You did not answer or come. 

What have you in your head? You 

know what you did in Brooklyn and 

that you went to Italy and then 
returned to Dago Hill to hide your- 
self. So you can go to hell to hide 
but we will find you. It will be 
very bad for you and your family 
if you do not come to an under- 
standing. So come Thursday night 
at 10 o’clock. If you do not come we 
will cut you up in pieces. How will 
that be, you dirty false face. So we 
will wait for you. With best re- 
gards, good-by. 

Man Pictured in Coffin. 

Beneath the letter were two picturss, 
one a skull and cross bones and one a 
man in a coffin. There was also a post- 
script. It read: 

“So this will be your presentment if 
you do not do as we tell you. The way 
the blood flows in my veins is the way 
the blood will flow from your heart.’’ 

In the first letter there were more 
specific threats to expose what Salva- 
tere had ‘‘done in Prooklyn.’” Salvatore 
said he had done nothing in Brooklyn 
to be ashamed of, that he had not re- 
turned to Italy since he first came te 
the United States and that he is not 
hiding from anybody. 

Two Suspects Arrested. 

The police arrested two suspects, one 
of whom formerly lived at Salvatore’s 
home. Salvatore said he and that man 
had quarreled and that so far as he 
knew the man was the only one in St. 
Louis with whom he ever had had 
words. The police sweated the twe men 
under arrest and took samples of their 
handwriting. .There was nothing to in- 
dicate that the two were implicated in 
the sending of the Black Hand letters. 
so they were released. 

Salvatore is a laborer and married. 
He has several children but has been 
able to lay away savings and he thinks 
that these savings have excited the cu- 
pidity of someone who knows him.

At the beginning of the trial, the 
court here so ruled, both as to the 
burden of proof and the degree of 
requisite evidence. Such ruling was 
accepted by all the counsel without 
objection or demur. 

After carefully considering the 
mass of evidence before me and the 
arguments of counsel, I have reached 
and here state the following as my 
conclusions upon the issne of fact 
involved: 

Insanity Inherited. 

First conclusion: The insanity with 
which Harry K. Thaw was afflicted 
on June 25, 1906, at the time he com- 
mitted the homicide, was of the 
kind known as chronic delusive in- 
sanity, or paranoia. This conclu- 
sion rests upon the following facts, 
which appear to me to be clearly 
proven: 

There was, in his ancestral blood, a 
substantial, but not very strong, 
trace of insanity. By “not very 
strong’ is meant the fact that no 
one of his direct ancestors was ever 
insane. Upon the maternal side two 
uncles were of unsound mind, each 
at least for a portion of his life, 
and on his father’s side an aunt was 
at least an epileptic, and perhaps 
insane; and some more remote rela- 
tives were undoubtedly insane, al- 
though as to them the evidence is 
not clear, but that there has been 
insanity in one of their ancestral 
lines not commen to the prisoner’s 
éwn descent. 

As a young child he was physical- 
ly weak and puny, exceedingly nerv- 
ous and abnormally wakeful. He 
was subject to violent spells, 
amounting almost to parexysms of 
excitement, without any naturally 
adequate cause, 

He attended various schools for 
different periods frem the age of 
6 upwards, but made little progress 
in study. 

While at school, especially in his 
earlier years, he had frequent out- 
breaks of uncontrollable excitement, 
in which his facial appearance was 
startled and wild.

These delusions 
had become established, ixed and 
systematized in his mind prior to his 
marriage, April 4, 1905, and so con- 
tinued at least, until, at least, the

On the day of his marriage he 
executed his will and codicil. The 
provisions of the latter were the 
product of those delusions, and 
plainly the work of an unsound 
mind,

Paranoia Is Proven. 

Such belief, that is as to the pur- 
pose, was utterly without the least 
foundation and a clear delusion. 

All this, according to the weight 
of expert testimony, is plainly the 
history of a paranoiac, This court 
contludes, therefore, that Thaw’s 
insanity at the commission of the 
homicide was of the. kind kuown 
as p*ranoia, and not at all of the 
“brainstorm“—sane half a minute 
before and sane half a minute aft- 
er—variety, if such variety really 
exists. 

The verdict of the jury was plain- 


Second conclusion: Harry K. Thaw 
has not yet recovered from his in- 
sanity, above stated and defined. 

This determination is made wpon 


the following ground: 

First ground—All the experts agree 
that, in a case of true paranoia, 
recovery is very doubtful. Some of 
them testify that no case of recov- 
ery was ever known, while others 
state that the percentage of recov- 
ery is only from 1 to 2 per cent. 
The utmost suggestion was from 8 
to 10 per cent, or thereabouts, 
claimed to have been shown in some 
report by the State Commission in 
Lunacy, which report, however, was 


not submitted to the Court. 
Second ground—The Court is dis- 


posed to pay great respect to the 
opinion of the hospital authorities 
here, of Dr. Baker, the hospital phy- 


sicilan having actual charge of Thaw - 


there. All such authorities are pub- 
lic officers, with no conceivable mo- 
tive except to do their duty. In the 
absence of clear contrary evidence, 
none such here appearing, it must 
be. assumed that Dr. Baker has been 
entirely honest and sincere in his 
conduct and testimony. While he 
frankly admits that, on his own ob- 
servation alone, the prisoner, except 
for a short period at first, declined, 
upon the advice of counsel, to an- 
swer the doctor’s questions, he (the 
doctor) could not decide whether or 


It must be uaderstood that 
Thaw it not at the hospital as a 
criminal to undergo punishment. 
The jury, the supreme authority 
im the matter has, by its verdict, 
declared him innocent of any 
crime in the matter of the homi- 
cide, and their verdict must be 
respected, at least by all public 
officials. 

In the hospital he must be re- 
garded as an unfortunate person 
afflicted with mental derange- 
ment, there not to be punished for 
any crime, but solely to be cared 
for, protected and guarded so 
that he may not injure another 
or himself, but always with the 
distinct hope that he may ulti- 
mately be cured, however grent 
or small that hope really may be. 
It is well, doubtless, that care 
should be exercised by the authori- 
ties that Thaw be not favored be- 
cause of wealth and social position 
of his family. It is equally well, how- 
ever, ‘that care be exercised that he 
be not treated any worse upon these 
accounts. 


Urges Kind Treatment. 


It may well be that this court, in 
the exercise of its plenary chancery 
powers, has the authority by order 
to make specified directions as to 
the treatment of an inmate in such 
an institution. 

However that may be, I venture to 
suggest to the authorities there that 
when he is returned to their custody, 
the privileges, so called, which he 
Was permitted to enjoy in his first 
three months’ stay there. be restored 
to him, if such a procedure be not 


Had Thaw frankly answered Dr. 
Baker's questions at Matteawan, it 
is not impossible, although improb- 
able, that the docter’s attitude here 
might have been different. * * * 

Fourth ground—The testimony of 
the alienists called for the defend- 
ant, as to the present condition, 
seems to me, upon the whole, more 
convincing than that of those called 
for the prisoner. * * * 

Fifth ground—Upon my own per- 
sonal observation of the conduct of 
Thaw, his actions and speech in the 
courtroom, both on and off the wit- 
mess stand, I have been impressed 
that he is now of unsound mind. 


Interrupted Counsel. 


He was exceedingly nervous and 
very frequently interrupted his coun- 
sel with suggestions. It is not un- 
common for a client at a trial to 
press upon his counsel suggestions 
as to the conduct of the case, often, 
perhaps, to the real detriment of the 
ciient’s cause, and the mere doing of 
such a thing, of course, cannot be 
taken as proof of insanity; but, in 
a long experience in court, I have 
never known a client to do that 
nearly as much as Thaw did it here. 

Upon his examination it became 
evident, even by his own admission, 
that he holés his former beliefs as 
to the evil practices of White, just 
as extremely and juat as strongly to- 
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ly warranted by the evidence, , not 
merely as an expression of reason- 
able doubt, but even as an affirma- 
tive finding of the fact of insan- 
ity. 

It is true that the new testimony 
upon this trial, introduced in be- 
half of the prisoner, tends mate- 
rially to vary the history of his 
early life as above stated. I am 
convinced, however, that in such 
variance it is very’/largely mistaken; 
and that the testimony upon that 
point, given at the second murder 
trial by mother, nurse, family phy- 
sician and teachers, is the more 
credible. 

The prisoner and his family at that 
trial presented such evidence to the 
jury as true, and upon it sought, 
and very likely secured, the ac- 
quittal, In any proceeding now the 
Court must view with close suspli- 
cion on any new evidence in his be- 
half seeking to change the facts pro- 
vided at that trial, also in his be- 
half. 


Has Not Recovered From Paranoia; 
Very Few Persons Ever Get Over It 


not Thaw is now insane; yet he tes- 
tified that, upon his observations, 
with the previous history of the case, 
revealed at the second murder trial, 
he is clearly of the opinion that the 
prisoner is now insane to the degree 
that his discharge would be danger- 
ous. 
Not Properly Treated. 

While paying this high regard 
te Dr. Baker the court is by no 
means satisfied with the treat- 
ment which Thaw has received at 

Matteawan since his return there 
im October, last, after his unsuc- 
cessful atitcmpt in the courts then 
te obtain his freedom, 

No one could help being greatly 
moved by the deep and manifestly 
unfeigned distress of the mother 
when, as a witness, she narrated 
that treatment, telling how, after 
his return in October last, to the 
institution, he was réfused his for- 
mer comfortab'e, furnished room, 
cempelled nightly *o undress in the 
ward in the presence of 50 or more 
of the unquestioned lunatics, then 
pass through the infirmary, between 
the rows of cots with the sick in 
them, to his room, with the bed as 
its sole article of furniture and re- 
main there in darkness 10 hours 
from 8 p. m. 

In considering this narrative doubt- 
less allowance must be made for 
the effect of the mother’s feelings.

Third ground—In view of leading 
traits of paranoia, the lay testimony 
given by so many entirely respecta- 
ble and credible witnesses showing 
rational conduct on the prisoner’s 
part in the Tombs, at Matteawan and 
in the Luchess and West Chester 
County jails, is not of commanding 
force. The traits here referred to 
are: (1) That the disease may be 
subject to long periods of remission: 
(2) that one afflicted with it can, 
by design, conceal his delusions for 
long periods, at least until a late 
stage of the malady; and (3) that 
until far advanced it may not per- 
ceptibly weaken the general mental 
powers, so that the mind of the per- 
son afflicted may appear normal and 
even bright, especially apart from 
matters connected with the delusions, 
and may, even upon the basis of the 
delusive beliefs, reason logically and 
acutely. The great mass of lay wit- 
nesses, in talking with him, purpose- 
ly avoided all allusion to his trouble, 
as they termed it, that is, the homi- 
cidal act and his delusive beliefs. 
Those who did with him touch upon 
such matters did so very lightly. 

Moreover, according to his own 
statement, he refused, by advice of 
counsel, to talk upon those subjects, 
and especially did he so refuse to 
discuss with Dr. Baker. However 
eminent the counsel who gave such 
advice may be, I think the man was 
mistaken.

WILL BE FORCED 
T0 WEAR PANTS 


Governor Starts Crusade 
Against Nether Garments 
Now In Vogue. 


Special to the Post Dispatch 

CITY OF MEXICO, Aug. 2.—A cru- 
sade, whose object is to compel the 
peons of this city and the surrounding 
country to wear pants, has teen start- 
ed by Don Guillermo de Landa y Es- 
candon, Governor of the Federal Dis- 
trict. 

Complaints that the peons were too 
scantily clad have been made by resi- 
dents of this city and American tourists 
for years past. It is believed that the 
Governor’s action is due to the move- 
ment to bring Ex-.’resident Roosevelt 
here as American Ambe»Sador. 

The peons, who are mostly day la- 
borers and vegetable venders, and are 
of Indian blood, are accustomed to wear 
two garments of white cloth. The low- 
er one is often of so light material 
that the Spanish word ‘pantalon,”’ 
equivalent to the English “pants,” 
hardly applies to it. ‘‘Calzoncillos,’’ or 
drawers, is nearer the proper term. 

In several of the states of Mexico, and 
in the cities of Gualadajara and Guan- 
ajuato, laws have been enforced for 
some years past requiring the nether 
garment to be of substantial material, 
and forbidding the wearer to roll up 
the legs of the garment above the 
knees, 

One of Gov. Landa’s complaints has 
been against the costumes worn by 
venders of daily papers. To meet this 
objection, two of the largest papers 
here, E!] Imparcial and El Heraldo, have 
announced under display headlines that 
they will provide all their venders with 
*‘pantalones.”’ 

Gen. Don Felix Diaz, Chief of Police 
of this city, has promised to aid in the 
sartorial crusade. He also favors a rule 
limiting the size of the peons’ sombreros, 
which are in many cases of such im- 
mense proportions that they prevent the 
wearer’s face from being seen, and thus 
shield men whom the police are seek- 
ing.

City Dead Animal Barge An- 
chored Daily at Foot of 
Barton Street. 


Six thousand men employed in manu- 
facturing plants capitalized at more 
than $7,000,000, north, south and west 
of the foot of Barton street, would join 
in a chorus of thanksgiving if the City 
of St. Louis would see fit to remove 
the barge for the deposit of dead ani- 
mals from its anchorage, 50 yards south 
of Barton street’s pedal extremity. 

Several men holding good positions 
with the Quelmalz Lumber Manufac- 
turing Co. quit their work Wednesday 
because the odor arising from the barge 
was unbearable... It is said by officials 
of the American Refrigerator Transit 
Co. that its employes, though well 
pleased with work and wages, are 
threatening to strike because of the 
smell. 

Every day about noon the five wag- 
ons that gather up dead horses, mules, 
cows, cats, hogs and other animals 
throughout the city, unload their cargo 
upon the barge, where the cadaver 
await the boat that takes them to 
Chesley Island. ‘Usually this odorifer- 
ous freight remains on the barge un- 
til 5 or 6 p. m. In many cases the ani- 
mals have lain in streets or alleys sev- 
eral days after death. 

Worst at Lunch Time. 

Within an area running six blocks 
along the river and four blocks to the 
west, these 6000 men, employed in great 
industrial plants in St. Louis, must en- 
dure the sickening odor. They suffer 
most at noon, when they “knock off’’ 
for lunch. That is about the time the 
new consignments of decaying cadavers 
reach the barge. The air receives its 
extra charge of indescribable smells. 
Some of the men, every day, grow sick, 
their employers say, owing to the con- 
ditions. . 

The American Car and Steel Co. em- 
ploys 3000 men in the odoriferous area; 
the American Refrigerator Transit Co., 
2000; the Keller & Tamm Lumber Manu- 
facturing Co., 225; the Kraus Paint Co., 
200; the Banner Lime and Cement Co., 
150, and the M. M. Fink Manufacturing 
Co., 50 men. 

Officials of séveral of these great 
plants say they have appealed to police- 
men, who have notified the Health De- 
partment, but there the matter rests. 

The dead-animal barge was anchored 
there last fall. During the winter its 
effect as a nuisance and a menace to 
health was not felt so severely, but 
since hot weather arrived, the full force 
of the smell reaches the workmen, par- 
ticularly when the wind blows from the 
river. The men say that, even with 
doors and windows closed tightly, the 
odor is not shut out.

HEINZE VICTIM 


Believes Plot of Stealing. Stock 
Was Aimed at 
Him.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Acting District 
Attorney Nott said today he was close 
on the trail of the “head devil’ of a 
gang of financial bucanneers who got 
away with $110,000 worth — of. copper 
stocks pledged with the Windsor rust 
Co. to secure a $50,000 loan made to M. 
M. Joyce, an associate of F. Augustus 
Heinze. This “head devil,” the official 
declares, is a man of large means and 
of some consequence in Wall street. 
F.° Augustus »Heinze is firmly con- 
vinced the theft of the stock pledged 
with the Windsor Trust Co. was aimed 
at him and that there is more behind 
it than the work of a gang of Wall 
street sharps. Ha is satisfied the theft 
was engineered by a group of big men 
who have been gunning for him ever 
since the 1907 panic. 
Three men, in addition to Donald L. 
Persch, who is in the Tombs under $50,- 
000 bail, are marked for arrest. De- 
tectiyes are following the three sus- 
pects night and day. The matter will be 
placed before the grand jury today and 
indictments are looked for soon. 
Others than F. Augustus Heinze and 
his associates have been victimized by 
the same gang and along identical lines. 
The profits of the gang are estimated 
at more than $600,000. | 
A. D. 8S. Adams, a broker, of Boston 
and New York, will probably be ques- 
tioned today by Mr. Nott. Adams is a 
friend of Persch and was involved in 
a case in which Leonard J. Field, son 
of “Jake” Field, the Stock Exchange 
plunger, supplied the money to get pos- 
session of 100,000 shares of Eclipse Oil 
Co. stock, just as he supplied the $650,- 
000 with which the 20,200 shares of Da- 
vis-Daly and Ohio Copper stock were 
taken away from M. M. Joyce through 
the Windsor Trust Co. 

John F. Sherwood, who. obtained the 
$50,000 from Leonard Field to loan to 
Joyce, has confessed he lied when he 
testified that his fee was 10 per cent on 
all money above $50,000 for which the 
collateral was seld. He acknowledged 
his rakeoff was 35 per cent, or $14,245 
Of this sum, $10,000 is in possession of 
Mield, who loaned the $50,000. 

Stirling Birmingham, head of the loan 
department of the Windsor Trust Co., 
who made the loan to Joyce after get 
ting the money from Sherwood, who 
was hidden in the inner room of the

Forty Laborers Marched to Train 
by Hastily Armed Town

CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—Col. LeGrand .°. 
Meyer of Hammond, Ind., Town Atter- 
bed for Munster, with a musket carried 
by his ancestors in the Revolutionary 
War, yesterday suppressed a‘ riot.

When Robest Stewart of St. Charles 
wants a mess of roasting ears for his 
table, he goes out in the street in front 
of his house and gathers the ears from 
a growing crop. When Mr. Stewart’s 
horse fancies a little pasture exercise, 
he strolls into the meadow in the street 
opposite his stable and nips the hay. 

Almost any of these days you can see 
Mr. Stewart cultivating his street crops. 
He is preparing for hay karvest next 
week. In the fall, after frost, he thinks 
he will cut and shock his corn for fod- 
der. He’can put two or three rows of 
shocks in the street. 

Mr. Stewart’s street cornfield and hay 
meadow have caused trouble in West 
Highlands, the residence tract inside, the 
city limits of St. Charles, where he 
lives. . 

On complaint of Mrs. Viola E. Palston, 
a neighbor, Stewart was called before 
the County Court Wednesday and rep- 
rimanded for plowing up and planting in 
a public street and alley. The Court 
told him that streets are public thor- 
oughfares, not private land, and he 
should not extend his corn patch across 
the right of way. 

Mrs. Palston complained that she 
could not get to her house, which is 
situated beyond Stewart’s, without dam- 
aging her neighbor’s crops. She was 
told by the Court to drive right over 
the corn and hay. 

Stewart said he thought he had a right 
to plant corn in the street, inasmuch as 
it wasn’t used for travel@to any great 
extent. He said he simply extended his 
fields to include the street and alley. 

When City Farmer Stewart left Court 
he carried the conviction that it is not 

necessary for a street to be a traveled 
road, or for it to be paved with cobble- 
stones, asphalt or crude oil, in order to 
prevent it from being subjected to cul- 
tivation.

MR. PINCHOT ON MONOPOLY. 

One of the best utterances on the monopoly 
problem confronting the country is the speech of 
Gifford Pinchot, Chief of the United States For- 
estry Service, to the National Irrigation Con- 
gress, concerning the conservation of our natural 
resources. Mr. Pinchot went directly to the heart 
of the problem. He pointed out simply, clearly, 
forcefully, the necessity of preserving the land 
and its resources for the use of the people. He 
demonstrated how vital this policy is for the 
sound development of the nation and its protec- 
tion from crushing oppression. The substance of 
his address is fairly presented in the following 
paragraph: 

“Equality of epportunity, a square. deal for every 
man, the pretection of the citizen against the great 
concentrations of capital, the intelligent use of laws 
and institutions for the public good, and the couser- 
vation of our natural resources, not for the trusts, 
but for the people; these are the real issues and real 
problems. Upon such things as these the perpetu- 
ity of this country as a nation of homes really 
depends. We are coming to see that the simple 
things are the things to work fer. More than that, 
we are coming to see that the plain American citi- 
zen is the man to work for. The imagination is 
staggered by the magnitude ef the prize for which 
we work. If we succeed, there will exist upon this 
continent a sane, strong people, living threugh the 
centuries in a land subdued and controlled for the 
service of the people, its rightful masters, owned by 
the many and not by the few. If we fail, the great 
interests, increasing their control of our natural] re- 
sources, will thereby control the country more and 
more, and the rights of the people will fade inte the 
privileges of concentrated wealth.” 

Mr. Pinchot, criticising the pclicy of Secretary 
Ballinger in throwing open valuable water power 
to be ‘seized by privaté interests, gives warning of 
a probable water power trust. He does not mince 
words. He cites the conduct of a great corpora- 
tion which is persistently obtaining control of 
water power opportunities in all parts of the 
country. He denounces its monopoly purpose in 
advance. 

But what he says of the menace of an un- 
formed water power trust may be said of other 
trusts already formed, with their feet firmly 
planted on the land. The only monopoly to be 
feared as a permanent menace is the monopoly 
of natural rescurces. Although Mr. Pinchot 
does not say this, his recognitior of the fact is 
plainly deducible from his utterances, from the 
emphasis he places upon the necessity of retain- 
ing the natural resources for the people. 

We have the Steel Trust, with its admitted 
ultimate monopoly of all iron ore and coke de- 
posits. We have the Anthracite Coal Trust, with 
its ownership of all the hard coal lands, and the 
great corporations gradually absorbing the bi- 
tuminous coal deposits. We have the Standard 
Oil Trust, with the oil supply in its grasp. We 
have the Copper Trust. We have great lumber 
and land corporations continually increasing their 
holdings under laws which place no restrictions 
upon the possession of land and national re- 
sources used or unused. 

Mr. Pinchot warns us that we must put a stop 
to the monopolizing of natural resources or they 
will all be gone, but he offers no effective rem- 
edy. He urges that what we have be retained, 
but he ddes not suggest how monopoly practically 
accomplished may be disintegrated and effectu- 
ally prevented in the future. 

Having been prodigal of our resources; having 
permitted bold and shréwd captains of finance 
to monopolize a great part of them, we must now 
find a way to save the remnant and regain suf- 
ficient of what has been taken to save us from 
intolerable monopoly in the necessaries of modern 
life and commerce. 

There is one sure and effective remedy. It js 
embodied in principle through a fractional tax in 
the budget of Lloyd-George in England. It is 
used in some of the provinces of Australia to 
discourage acquisition or holding of large bodies 
of land. This remedy is a tax on unused land. 
If a sufficient tax were applied to land and na- 
tural resources not in use, it would solve the 
problem of their conservation. If so much of the 
George theory of land value taxation as we are 
now beginning to apply to franchises were ap- 
plied to the values of natural resources in coal 
minerals, water power, oil, gas, lumber, we should 
soon have an end of ground monopolies. Under 
such a tax only land or natural resources in use 
could be held profitably. It would be unprofitable 
to hold them for speculative or monopoly pur- 
poses. The people would then have access to un- 
used resources and the equal opportunity for 
which Mr. Pinchot pleads would be realized. 
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For a nation of 80,000,000 millionaires wouldn’t 
William Howard Taft be an ideal President? His 
smile would be worth the salary. 
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THE TERMINAL’S REFORM. 

There is gratifying evidence of reform en the 
part of the St. Louis Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion. It is showing a disposition to mend some 
of its broken promises and to give the city a 
square deal. Certainly the managers of the as- 
sociation could not pursue a wiser policy than 
that indicated by its reduction of the switching 
charges on the Merchants Bridge and St. Louis 
transfer lines and the reported intention to pay 
over the $150,000 pledged for the Clark avenue 
viaduct. If it shall stand squarely to its promises 
and obligations and take a reasonable view of its 
functions as the common terminal of the St. Louis 
railroads, the revolution will be‘as profitable for 
the railroads as for the community. New facill- 
ties on reasonable terms will not be denied when 
the people are assured that they will be used for 
the public welfare. 

But the full intentions of the Terminal Asso- 
ciation have not yet been made clear. A few 
reforms and indications of better policy are not 
sufficient to cOmmand confidence, or to gain 
concessions. Let us have a fulfillment of all ob- 
ligations and a square platform for increased fa- 
cilities. The administration’s duty in this mat- 
ter is plain. The public interests must be pro- 
tected.

“City of Foolish Ordinances.”

Sam met Jack Johnson in Chicago, and when the verbal 
works were over Johnson retired chuckling and vietork

In the first place, Johnson objected to 
having Jeffries figure in the “‘articles’’ 
as “Champion of the World.” The ob- 
jection was sustained, after much 
wrangling. Point one for Johnson. 
Moreover, Johnson, much to Samuel's 
surprise, pinned him to a declaration 
about the splitting of the purse, and 
insisted on a winner's and loser’s end.
